However, Lintulampi and Rinne et al. are in the same field of endeavor, handover between two different networks GSM and UMTS. The 
independet claims specifically stated "the GSM network is capable of handling a first number of simultaneous communications between a 
mobile user equipment'. As Rinne et al. disclose in paragraphs 006-007, a GSM network includes plurality of MSC, each MSC includes 
plurality of base stations and each base stations communicate, connections, with plurality terminals. At ordinary level skill of the art, a 
GSM network or UMTS network, each processing wireless communications not only one terminal at a time but multiple terminals within a 
network itself. 
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
